WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 30.—The 


third day of the tariff hearings before the 
ways and means committee was devoted 
to the sugar schedule. Four Interests 
were represented, the importer, cane- 
grower, beet raisers and refiner. The im- 
porters were heard first. 


Schedule HefomuieiMlcd. 


John Farr of New York presented an 


argument and the following recommenda- 
tions: On all sugan testing under seventy- 
five degrees the duty be one cent a pound, 
adding 3 cents per degree to 100. Addi- 
tional, duty 1-' -enl differential on all 
sugars above s... -on Ducth standard in 
color to prevent refiners entering refined 
sugars at the same duty aa raw sugars. 
Additional, discriminating duty on all 
sugar* from bounty paying countries, 
wita authority to the president to alter 
ihe duties on goods from these countries 
as bounties are raised or lowered. 


Would Yield million*. 


The importers have estimated this 


scheme would yield the government a 
revenue of fifty millions yearly, the 
amount of sugar paying duty being about 
1.500,000 tons average polariscope test of 
n'nety-two. 


Danger* From Exports. 


Colonel Hill laid stress on the dangers 


arising from the disposition of all conti- 
nental countries producing sugar to give 
export bounties and said no Industry 
offered so distributive results for export 
as sugar and gave figures showing the 
widespread stimulus given other Indus- < 
tries. He expressed the opinion tha 
with the protection asked the corn and 
beet sugar industries of the United States 
could produce enough to supply the con- 
sumption of the country. 


Demands of Cane Grower*. 


The cane growers asked that specific 


duties dependent on both polariscope test 
and color standard be imposed in lieu of 
ad valorem duties commencing with 1-4 
cents for sugar testing seventy-five and 
under sixteen Dutch standard with pro- 
portionate increase. 


Duties equalling export bounties should 


be imposed. There should be a propor- 
tional duty on molasses. The new law 
should have effect from the passage of the 
act. 
Reciprocity treaties, if adopted, 


should be without injury to the domestic 
sugar industry, on lines recognizing the 
overshadowing importance of developing 
the sugar production of the United 
States. 


Sal««nan'« Standpoint. 


Francis Thurber of New York, arguing 


for sugar protection from the distributer's 
standpoint, said no product sold so ex- 
tensively wherein there was such small 
profit. The profit estimated by him is 
one eighth of a cent a pound. 


During the course of questioning Mr. 


Thurber said the trust required sugars not 
to be sold below manufacturers' list priO3 
on the day ofsnle. 
He also stated that 


the distributer was obliged to certify that 
the sugar sold was at the list price or 
have his commission forfeited.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 30.~-.For the 


first time since the present Cuban strug- 
gle began this government has given per- 
mission to customs officials to clear for 
Cuba a vessel loaded, according to mani- 
fest, with munitions of war presumably 
intended for the insurgent army. 


JTIiict Take Oalk. 


The vessel in this case is the well 


known alleged filibusterer Dauntless, but 
the conditions under which she is en- 
titled to clearance papers leave the situa- 
tion, as far as she is concerned, as in- 
volved as before. The statutes prescribe 
that before clearance is granted 
any 


vessel bound for a foreign port, the 
owners, shippers and consignors of the 
cargo shall state under path the port 
where the cargo will be landed and 
severe penalties are prescribed for viola- 
tions of the requirement, including the 
confiscation of the vessel. 


The Red Tape. 


Some time yesterday the secretary of 


the treasury received a telegram from the 
attorney for the owners of the Dauntless 
at Jacksonville stating that the owner 
would apply to the collector of customs at 
Jacksonville for a clearance to a Cuban 
port with a cargo of arms, adding how- 
ever, that the required oaths need not be 
taken and asked, whether under the cir- 
cumstances clearance would be granted. 
Later the collector at Jacksonville tele- 
graphed that application was made to 
clear the Dauntless for Nuevitas, Cuba, 
with a cargo of arms and asking for 
instructions. 


This morning the secretary replied as 


follows; 
"If the master of the vessel, 


owners, shippers and consignor of cargo 
will comply fully with the laws and regu- 
lations concerning the manifest and take 
the oath required yon may grant clear- 
ance to Neuvitas, Cuba, 
The oath must 


be taken and subscribed to In writing as 
required by the statutes. The port named 
as the destination of the cargo lies on the 
northern coast of Cuba which the Spanish 
forces control. 
The treasury officials, 


therefore, are of the opinion that the 
oaths required will not be taken.

eases. Evening and Drawing 


Schools. A Cbod Showing. 


Superintendent Hall has finished his 


second annual report, whicH makes the 
thirtieth report issued by superintendents 
of the North Adams public schools. 


The report is very fall and contains 


ranch information of interest to parents, 
to the school board and to the tax payei-s 
generally. 1C shows that the average 
membership and attendance during the 
past two terms have been considerably 
reduced by measles and other contagious 
juvenile diseases. The whole number of 
pupils enrolled is 3,514, an increase of 437 
over last year, aud the number attending 
now is considerably larger than at the 
same time in any former year. 


At Drury academy, including the high 


school, only seventy-eight out of a total o 
!88 have left school to go to work, and at 
Jnion street school only thirty out of 482. 
Only ten have left the Church street 
chool to go to work, out of a total of 421. 
The present attendance at all the schools 
83613. 
In his report Mr. Hall gives a summary 
f the courses of study in geography and 
history and speaks of what has been done 
in reading, writing, language and arith- 
metic. In regard to drawing Mr. Hall 
says: 


"In this subject a decided change has 


taken place since the appointment of the 
new supervisor, Mr. F. L. Burnbam. He 
has kindled in all classes not simply 
Interest, but enthusiasm, and brought his 
subject ofi instruction into very close 
relation with every other line of work." 
No more could be asked fora beginning. 


The report says the evening schools 


have been larger and better than in pre- 
vious years. The total number enrolled 
was 686. The average membership was 
488 and the average attendance 415, or 
85 per cant, which is 5 per cent., better 
than last year. Of the pupils, 501 were 
males and 85 females. The total cost of 
the evening schools has been a little more 
than last year, but the cost per pupil has 
been no greater. Mr. Hall thinks the 
money spent for evening schools is well 
invested, but believes that a little more 
expenditure in this direction next year 
would yield still larger returns. He also 
recommends that at the close of the eve- 
ning schools next year .those pupils 
who have 
attended regularly 
and 


done 
faithful 
work 
shall 
be 


allowed to form a permanent class, t 
meet once or twice a week and have th 
work they do at home looked over by the 
teachers. 


Mr. Hall believes that manual training 


should be made a part of the high scboo 
course. He has had experience in thi 
work and considers it very valuable, am 
the probability Is that it will be added to 
the school system of this city in due time

so that I depend upon it chiefly for my 
general survey of current events in the 
country and the world. In scope and 
cleanness its presence needs no apology 
among its cotemporaries anywhere. I 
hope the above digression may be found 
pardonable. 


The Methodist itinerant wheel in its 


recent annual revolution dropped me 
down amid new scenes, a brief description 
of which may not be void of interest to a 
few scattering friends among the Berk- 
shire hills'. 


After three years of hard labor west of 


the Rocky mountains in tiie dust and 
sand and sin of the Mexican border town 
of Las Cruces,—years characterized by 
severe trials and varying success, under 
burning skies and amid adobe walls and 
dusky laces, I find myself dropped down 
on the high, breezy plains east of the 
range, at the opposite end of the territory, 
the move of 415 miles being a mere trifle 
in this western work, for this is a land of 
"magnificent distances," 


Springer, the scene ofmypresentlabors, 


is the county seat of Colfax county and 
is situated on the Maxwell laud grant, 
which is one of the many old grants 
issued originally by the Mexican govern- 
ment to promote settlement in the upper 
country, and confirmed by the United 
States government when this country was 
ceded to the United States at the close of 
the Mexican war. It is about eighty miles 
square aad includes J.,714,765 acres of 
mountain and plain. This vast section of 
country is owned and controlled abso- 
lutely (except such sections as have been 
Bold to individuals or corporations) by the 
Maxwell Land Grant company. It was 
formerly the property of a single individ- 
ual, Lucien B. Maxwell, the largest land 
owner in the United States. 


The existence of these numerous grants 


has done more thau any one thing to re- 
tard the development of New Mexico. It 
throws the control of a large proportion 
of the territory into the hands of a few 
individuals aud has begotten a general 
distrust of titles and led to e ndless ex- 
pense, contentions and litigation. Many 
sturdy and worthy settlers of the early 
days squatted, as they supposed, upon 
government land aud made tl:em com- 
fortable homes arid good farm,, only to 
find after years of contentment and pros- 
perity that their farms belonged to the 
claimants of some ancient grant, and they 
were obliged to surrender them at the 
muzzle of the sho t gun. The result is that 
many ruined houses and fields lying waste 
are all that remain to mark the place of 
ooce happy homes and fruitful farms. 


Besides the work in Springer, which is 


the head of the circuit, my field includes 
Maxwell City, fifteen miles north, and 
Wagon Mound, twenty-iive miles south; 
both on the line of the Santa Fe railroad 
and thus convenient of access from hare. 
I also preach occasionally at Cimarron 
aad Elizabethtown, distant respectively 
twenty and thirty miles, and reached by 
stage. The former is an ancient town 
among the foothills, and the latter is a 
mining camp in the very heart of the 
Rocky mauntains. To serve this part of 
the work involves an absence from home 
of four or five days and a stage ride of 109 
miles, to say nothing of the exposure aad 
uncertainties incident to such a trip. 


To the north ray nearest preacher 


neighbor is forty-one miles away; to the 
south seventy-five miles; while to the 
east and west, so far as I know, my near- 
est ministerial neighbors are in Texas and 
Arizona. So I am, in my line, "Monarch 
of all I survey; my right there is none to 
dispute." My circuit proper, over which 
I travel in the actual work, is seventy- 
five miles between extreme points. A 
few leaves from my journal may be of in- 
terest. 


Sunday, November 15, I preached 


morning aad night at Springer Wednes- 
day evening I went on the train to 
Wagon Mound, where I spent Thursday 
visiting from house to house, calling ou 
every American family in Ibe place; 
^reached Thursday night, returning home 
on the early train Friday morning. Sat- 
urday I went toMaxcvell City, preached 
iwice on Sunday and returned home on 
Monday. Friday of the same week I took 
lie stage at daylight, rode twenty miles 
across the plains, with the thermometer 
10 above zero, to Cimarron, where I spent 
he afternoon in visiting from house to 
louse and preached at night. Saturday 
proceeded dy stage thirty miles farther 
nto thejmountains to Elizabebbtown, ar- 
riving at dark. 


The road from Cimarron to Elizabeth- 
own leads up to the famous Cimarron 
canon, one oi the finest pieces of natural 
cenery in the Rocky mountains. Here 
nature has surpassed herself in the lavish 
lisplay of her native charms. At every 
,urn in the winding gorge new beauties 
lurst upon the eye, each surpassing the 
ast; wooded slopes, palisades, castellated 
peaks, towering Clio's with dizzy summits,

The Mexican murderers were cap- 
tured and lynched; the instigator of the 
crime, an American, lives in high estate 
as my neighbor, and his name is promi- 
nently mentioned for governor of the ter- 
ritory. Such an appointment would be 
in good keeping with much that tran- 
spires in New Mexico under the head of 
politics.

THE VENEZUELAN TREATY. 


Wot Only AoocptaMa to President Crcapo, 


Bat Veu«EU01anv Geaemlly. 


Washing-ton, Deo. 30.—There is offl- | 


cial confirmation of the statement i 
repeatedly made in the dispatches of 
the United Associated Presses that the 
Venezuelan arbitration treaty is not 
only acceptable to President Crespo 
»nd his constitutional advisers, but 
that it will be equally acceptable to 
the Venezuelan congress when it con- 
venes in February 11 ext. The weight 
of public feeling is all in favor of tho 
treaty, and it lias encountered but 
little opposition from leading- Vene- 
zuelans. 
The objection that Vene- 


xuela will have no voice in selecting 


j the umpires to represent the govern- 


ment is met hy the counter argument 
that Venezuela originally asked the 
United States more than two years ago 
to use its good offices with Eng-iand to 
secure a treaty whereby the territory 
in dispute might be submitted to a 
tribunal of arbitration. The United 
States did this, and the protocol 
agreed upon by Secretary Olney and 
Lord Salisbury gives this country the 
right to name the umpires for Vene- 
zuela. It is pointed out, therefore, 
that it would not only be bad taste, 
but a gross breach of international 
etiquette, if, after the United States 
had, at the risk of a war with Great 
JJritain, succeeded in securing such a 
treaty, Venezuela should reject it be- 
cause it was not in every essential 
agreeable to her.

London, Dec. 30.—A special dispatch 


from Dublin this morning denies I ho 
alarming report printed in the Dnily 
Graphic that the bog slip threatens 
the town of Killarncy. The dispatch 
add.s that the slip has nearly ceased, 
but that great alarm, nevertheless, 
etill exists. 


Dublin, Dec. 30.—The danger from 


the landslide near Rathmore, County 
Kerry, is by no means over, but is 
rather on the increase. 
That part 


of the disturbed earth comprising1 
the bog is still sliding1 towards the 
Lakes of Killaruey, its movement be- 
ing1 accompanied by a sullen noise 
that is heard for miles in all direc- 
tions. Peasants living some distance 
from the scene of the landslide are 
fleeing from their houses and taking 
refuse in localities that give some 
promise of safety, leaving all of their 
belong-ings behind them. Debris of 
houses and trunks oJ: trees destroyed 
by the avalanche of earth, together 
with the carcasses of cows, sheep, pigs 
and other animals which were caught 
in the slide and plunged into the River 
Flesk, are now being swept into the 
lakes. The river is choked with earth, 
rocks, trees, etc.,"and the extravasated 
water has spread over a large area. 
No further loss of life than that of the 
Donnelly family of nine 
members 


is known to have occurred, but there 
ore still fears that other persons may 
have been caught in the landslide and 
pun shed.
